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and then get my companion to take a ciicoit and cnt them off. 

I have frequently roaded a single bird one hundred yards before 
we could flush him. To flush several bevies In the morning, 
mark them to cover, and work them up with the dogs afterwards, 
as we used to do In the North, Is rarely practicable here. A bevy 
flushed In the open makes directly lor the chapparal, if in its vi¬ 
cinity; once there, you may as well go and hunt another bevy. 
That habit of running so long before taking wing, over ground 
that has been crossed and recrosaed by “cotton tails,” but a few 
moments previous perhaps, and while they are constantly Jump- 
ping up and scampering off from under the dog’s nose, renders 
the sport exceedingly trying to the dog, and no matter how well 
broken he may have been before coming here, or how well han¬ 
dled on his Introduction to the Held, It will be abeolutely neces¬ 
sary that he should undergo a species of rebreaking In order to 
qualify him to do his work In a rasnner acceptable to his master 
and creditable to himself. We have in Dural and Euclnal coun¬ 
ties the plummed quail, Oreortyx jncUu. Never having hunted 
them in my excursions, I cannot give a description of them. 

The prairie chicken, CupuUniia cupidc, are not to be found 
here, hut In Calhoun county, 120 miles from here, they abound. 
The woodcock, and ruffed grouse that king of game blrdB,are not 
to be found here. Our beach birds comprise the purple sandpi¬ 
per, spotted sandpiper, upland end golden plover, long-billed 
curlew, peppe sote, and English snipe. In the bays and bayous, 
ducks, geese, brant, swan, cranes, etc., etc., abound, I have 

endeavored to run over the 
ground as rapidly as possible, so 
as to avoid monopolUing too 
much of your space, sod yet ac¬ 
complish the object In view, 
and will close with a word about 
dogs and dog men. 

Notwithstanding we have an 
abundance of game, we., have 
very few sportsmen; we have 
men who hide themselves under 
a turkey roost and slaughter the 
birds “on their pillows;” we 
i others who will shoot eviry

we have hunters who will lie in 
wait at the water holes, and 
when the deer come In to drink, 
IT shoot them down.

like method of hunting them is adopted. The hunter finds the 
“roost,” (these birds will occupy the same roost night after night 
for weeks, unless disturbed,) which is readily detected by the 
abundance of their droppings, and secreting himself near the 
trees about anndown awaits their coming. After the flock have 
come In to roost, flown up and all are quietly settled, fixed for 
the night, the hunter steals up and commences his deadly work, 
and before they can all get away, generally succeeds with his 
modem breech-loader in destroying half a dozen; thus a man 
may travel all day over bad roads, cut his way through the brush 
Into the river bottoms, get ten minutes' shooting, and then travel 
twenty-five or thirty miles back home. What sport might be had 
with these line birds after a good pack of beagles 1 They always 
take to the trees when run by hounds; when found on the open 
praliie In mid day they can be run down by a horse. They will 
fly once, after that seldom leave the ground, but when pushed 
hard. If not roped from the saddle, they will seek a clump of 
bushes, and plunging their heads In and leaving their bodies en¬ 
tirely exposed, will allow themselves to be captured. Of rabbits, 
we have “mllUona of them;” the Lepun sylvtalieru, or cotton-tail, 
arc so plentiful as to be frequently a source of serious Inconven¬ 
ience to the farmers, and arc the greatest possible source of an¬ 
noyance to the setter or pointer. Every other little bush is the 
hiding place of one. They are constanUy flitting about, and 
crossing the nose of the dog when “on game.” It Is Indeed only 
by Ibettrieleeldueipline that a "new dog,” broken elsewhere, can

Sir Thomas Button mentions that hie crew killed eighteen hun¬ 
dred doeon (81,1100). 

Owing to the hard and dry nature of the food procured by 
these birds In Winter, groat quantltKs of gravel are swallowed, 
as being essential to the promotlon*ol iligeatlon; but the great 
depth of snow renders It very scarce at this scaeou. The In¬ 
dians, having considered this point. Invented a method of catch¬ 
ing them by means of that simple allurement, a heap of gravel, 
which has been Improved upon by the Anglo-Americans, and Is 
now much In vogue. For this purpose, nets arc used of from 
eight to twelve feet square, stretched on frames of wood, and 
are usually set on the Ice of rivers, creeks, ponds and lakes, 
about one" hundred yards distant from the willows, though In 
some Instances not half that distance. Under the centre of the 
net a heap of snow is thrown up Into a small mound, and well 
packed, after which It Is covered with gravel. To set these nets 
requires no other trouble than merely lifting up one side of the 
frame and supporting It with two small props of about four 
feet In length. A cord Is fastened to these props, and the other 
end conveyed Into the thicket of wlllowe. In order that It may be 
readily got at without being seen by the birds under the net. 
When everything Is prepared, the hunters surround a large space 
of the adjacent thicket or forest, and start the game, endeavor¬ 
ing to drive It towards the net, which, at times. Is no hard task, 
for the birds frequently run before them like chickens. Again 
they require no driving, for as soon as the black heap of gravel Is 
perceived, they at once make towards It. The trapper now posts 
himself In the thicket at the end of the Hue, and when there are 
as many about the gravel heap as the net will well cover, or as 
many as are likely to go under at that time, he hauls down the 
stakes and Imprisons the greater portion of the birds beneath It. 

By such simple contrivances. It Is not unusual for two or three 
persons to take from twenty to twenty-five dozen birds In the 
course of a few hours; Indeed, much greater numbers are some¬ 
times captured when It Is deemed necessary, by merely beating 
the thickets more carefully and closely. It Is not uncommon to 
get from two to four dozen birds at a single trapping; and 
one aoaeon the muster of a sloop who was wintering In Churchill 
River caught upwards of two hundred In two falls of the net. 

Willow grouse are by no means equally plentiful each year, 
some Winters tliey are so extremely scarce and shy as to pre¬ 
clude all atUaupU at capture by means of nets, aud a good 
sporlsman would find It extremely difficult. In a day's shooting, 
to procure enough to supply the mess of the post for a single day. 
Again, In other seasons, they are as abundant as locusts on the 
plains In early Summer. The Winter of 1785 la still one of the 
traditions of Churchill House, when they were so abundant and 
plmitltul, aud such numbers captured, that they were fed to the 
sWine as being much cheaper than the ordinary food provided 
for them, nearly two hundred dozen being thus used. From 
this, It may easily be imagined how prolific these birds are, and 
It is likewise not In the least surprising that they are not always 
so abundant, when such means are resorted to for their capture. 

It Is to this netting doubtless, that a season of great plenty Is 
usually followed by one of corresponding scarcity. Netting and 
snaring are more to be condemned than all other means em¬ 
ployed to procure game, and wherever It Is generally practiced, 
the disappearance of both birds and beasts will be an InevlUble 
result. Yet, the diminution of game In the fur countries, after 
the lapse of two centuries, will bear no comparison with that 
In a single state of the American Republic In one twentieth of 
the same time. 

The nesting season Is usually early in June, varying a little ac 
curding to the season and latitude, not commencing so soon 
where the ground at that period Is covered with snow. In those 
localities where the grouse are little disturbed, it often happens 
that the same nests are used by the same birds for several suc¬ 
cessive seasons. They are always placed on the ground, aud con 
sist of but mere depressions beside some mossy tussock or pro¬ 
tecting rock,and lined with a few soft materials, generally leaves 
or sweet grass (Hireoehola borealit) occasionally mingled with 
feathers, moss and common grasses, the feathers often being 
their own. On this the female deposits one egg each day until 
her complement Is reached, which usually numbers sixteen or 
seventeen, never less than ten. They are oval In shape, with one 
end a little less obtuse than the other, and all are beautifully va¬ 
riegated and marked withhold confluent blotches of a dark claret 
color upon a ground of deep cream, tinged with a reddish shad¬ 
ing. An egg taken from the oviduct of a female, June .Ith 
which had previously deposited eight eggs that same season, was 
covered with coloring matter or markings so soft as to adhere to 
the Ungers when touched. It Is a strange fact that eggs are fre.- 
nuently seen without any markings whatever, but In every In¬ 
stance arc found by themselves on the ground, far removed 
from any nest or appearance of a nest In process of construction, 
having evidently been removed tlillherby the birds themselves, or 
else prematurely laid, which In the latter case would account for the 
entire absence of color. Certain It Is that a nest has never been 
discovered with eggs other than those well marked by blotches 
anil spots. On one occasion, however, I witnessed an anomaly In 
coloring, the large end being entirely of a deep wine color with 
no light markings, and the smaller of pure cream with no spots. 

Unlike other members of the family, willow grouse are monog¬ 
amous; and during the seasons of nldiftcatlon and incuballon, 
which usually comprehends twenty or twenty-five days, the male 
proves a most attentive spouse, remaining within a short dlsUnce 
of Ids mate, always within call, and at once taking her place upon 
the nest when she leaves her charge In search of food. The cock 
Is generally seen perched upon a tree, rock or stump In close 
proximity to the uest, seemingly acting as a sentinel, for he at 
once makes the presence of an Intruder known by giving utter¬ 
ance to very peculiar, loud and rough notes. Indicative of alarm; 
and If the nest be violated or robbed he watches the proceedings 
from some neighboring elevation, uttering his protest, and mak¬ 
ing his distress manifest In the same vociferous manner. 

The female while Incubating lies very close, and may fairly 
be trodden under foot before making her presence known or flut¬ 
tering off. Even then she will turn and face her enemies, ruf¬ 
fling her feathers and spreading her wings, very like a pugnacious 
hen under like circumstances, and sometimes will fly In the face 
of the Intruder. A friend, an enthusiastic collector and reporter 
for the Smithsonian Institute, and whose Infirmity caused him 
to wear glasses, had one of the lens shattered and his face some¬ 
what scratched as a result of peering too closely Into the domes¬ 
tic economy of a ben gronse. If she hoped to terrify the Intruder 
by this fierce demeanor she certainly succeeded admirably, for 
the collector at once abandoned her neat. The male ordinarily 
does not show such courage, preferring to Incite bis weaker part¬ 
ner to deeds of valor by giving vent to his requiem of sorrow, 
taking good care meantime to drop out of sight If she becomes a 
aacrifloe to her maternal Instinct. Yet this Is not always the case, 
as Mr. Bannister informs us that he saw a cock grouse make a 
sacrifice of his own life rather than desert his wounded mste. 
He Is certainly not devoid of courage when among his own spe¬ 
cies, as he battles fiercely In defense of his marital rights, should 
• some lone bachelor bird stray that way and attempt to seduce 


the affeotlons of his spouse. My friend, Mr. Roderick McFarlane, 
who perhaps has traveled more and farther than any other em¬ 
ployee of the Hudson Bay Company, tells of making an encamp¬ 
ment on the aist of June, within a dozen yards of a small clump 
of willows, wherein a pair of willow ptarmigans had made their 
nest and were earrylng on the dqtles of Incubation, but they es¬ 
caped notice until the a2d of July, when the female was almost 
trodden underfoot as she was sitting on her eggs. These were 
warm when taken, and proved to be partially developed. During 
the night the male disturbed the encampment by ^vlng vent to 
his grief by repeated utterances of hla unpleasant notes. In 
another Instance the hen fluttered off, calling and feigning to be 
badly Injured, while her spouse made his presence known by the 
loud aud violent manner In which he expressed his disappro¬ 
bation of the proceedings. On one occasion, when a woodman 
bad found a nest, he placed a snare about It; but on returning a 
few hours later he was surprised to And that of the seven eggs 
which It previously contained but one remained, the other six 
having disappeared along with the birds. He supposed a fox had 
taken them, but tbere.ls little doubt that they were removed by 
the birds themselves, as I have frequently known them to desert 
both eggs and neat where the former had been touched by the 
hand of man. A Beaver Indian always Ukes the greatest pains 
In washing bis hands before setting a snare for these birds, declar¬ 
ing that the faintest taint Is sufficient to drive them off, and that 
their olfactory powers are so acute as to at once detect his for¬ 
mer presence If the material of which the nest Is constructed be 
hut touched. 

When the young are hatched they follow the parents, both of 
whom keep about them, displaying great devotion and courage 
when occasion demands, being utterly regardless of the con¬ 
sequences which may overtake themselves when attempting to 
protect their young. On such occasions the birds have been 
known to allow themselves to be fairly tom In pieces by foxes, 
dogs and hawks, rather than desert their brood. The chicks are 
seldom seen, being hard to recognize, owing to their close re¬ 
semblance to the heath which they frequent, and their adrollr 
ness In providing themselves with places of concealment. 

In September and October the ptarmigans assemble in large 
packs, especially when they move southward, breaking up Into 
smaller companies or flocks on reaching their Winter residence. 

In March the same assemblage takes place for the return to the 
north, where, on their arrival, they separate luto pairs. 

The female moults, taking on her Summer coat of brown early 
In June, usually with the commencement of nldiflcatlon. The 
males are somewhat later, generally eight or ten days; though 
where the rocks and eminences become bare before the female 
begins to build her nest. It not unfrequently occurs that her 
spouse Is the first to doff the Winter plumage. At this time he 
mounts the eminences, and calls, In his loud, croaking note, to 
his spouse, frequently parading before her after the manner of 
other grouse, as If to call her attention to the splendor of his 
personal appearance, and Imbue her with the Idea that her selec¬ 
tion of a mate was unsurpassed, and that there are none ((Ulte 
BO line as he. . . « . 

The flight of this species Is regular and swift when flrst 
flushed, rising with a loud wMr-r, accompanied also by a strung 
cluck. The cocks have a loud, crowing note which they repeat 
morning and evening, being very like, both In tone and note, the 
same perfonnance by the Scottish moor-fowl (Tetrao teotunu, 
Linn). Their food consists of berries. Insects, mosses and lich¬ 
ens, the latter of which they dig from beneath the snow. In 
Winter they also seek and feed upon the buds of the dwarf 
birches and willows, among which they make their appearance 
soon after the first fall of snow. Here they reside, making reg¬ 
ular paths through the thickets, like those seen in swamps that 
are fre<iuented by the ruffed grouse, and along which they 
always run. This is taken advantage of by the Indians, who 
snare them In great numbers. In Winter they are .rather dry 
eating, but In Autumn the flesh of the willow ptarmigan Is not 
one whit Inferior to that of any of the grouse family. During 
the moulting season they are totally unfit for food, as at this 
time the capillaries of the abdomen becomes engorged with a 
serous fluid, that gives to the bird a very disgusting appearance. 
Another peculiarity of the ptarmigans Is tliat they moult thrice 
each year, namely. In the Spring, Summer and Autumn. This 
species Is sometimes called the ahiU ptarmigan, though why it 
could receive this special designation I am unable to conceive. 

They are very common birds In Alaska and the Alleutlan 
Archipelago, and are quite numerous around St. Michael, as 
well as on the mainland, during the greater portion of the 
year, and especially abundant In the Spring, when they are 
found singly and in pairs all over the country. Says Mr. Ban¬ 
nister: "In the Fall and Winter numbers are found In the 
willow thickets, though by far the greater part of them are 
supposed to go Into the wooded district of the Interior for 
better shelter and more abundant food.” The same gentle¬ 
man also noticed with astonishment the strong attachment 
shown for each other by both sexes during the breeding season, 
and cites several Instances where they courted death rather than 
separation. 

Newfoundland furnishes a good field for willow grouse shoot¬ 
ing, and is annually resorted to in September by many of the 
Canadian gentry, who esteem the partridge (as the denizens of 
Terra Nova call It) equal to the Scottish red grouse for sport. 
At this season they are In prime condition, having fed on part¬ 
ridge and cranberries. They are very abundant In certain local¬ 
ities, and no better enjoyment can be asked than a day’s grouse 
shooting over the barrens In fine Autumn weather. The cool 
bracing air, the bright skies, the wleni and ever-changing 
scenery varied by countless lakes, low rounded hills, with their 
background of dark conil'ora, all, all combine to furnish a day 
of natural and rapturous enjoyment. Says Harvey: “It Is a 
thrllllug moment to the genuine sportsman when, gun In hand 
and dog at foot, he finds himself among the "partridge coverts." 
His faithful Rover scents the game; every nerve In hla frame 
quivers as step by step he thoughtfully and cautiously advances 
towards the unseen covey; then, suddenly pausing, the right 
fore-paw balanced lightly, and every limb and muscle as rigid as 
a statue, the beautiful animal Is at once transformed Into a mar¬ 
ble Nlobe. Presently a whlr-r Is heard, and with a loud "ca-ca 
ca,” a magnificent old cock rises on the wing. Crack goes the 
gun, and down tumbles the great bird, the scarlet tips over his 
eyes glistening like rubles, as with a thud that gladdens the 
sporUman’s heart, he strikes the earth. Or perhaps a whole 
family—father, mother, and children—rise at once, and the 
double barrels bang at them right and left, bringing down two 
or three brace. At times a late covey Is raised, the chickens of 
which sre only two or three weeks old, just able to run smartly 
along the ground. It is a touching sight to see the cock few- 
leul^ exposing his life to save the lives of his offspring. He 
tumbles along the ground a few yards In advance of the dogs, 
rolling there In order to decoy the sportsman from the brood 
which the hen Is anxiously calling Into the thicket. No more 
touching Instance of paternal affection could be witnessed; no 
more touching proof among the lower creation of self sacrifice, 
prompted by love. The poor feeble bird would almost attack 
dogs and men In hla efforts to save hla children. No true sports¬ 
man would harm a bird under such clrcumstences. Only a brute 
would fire upon IL The dogs are called off, and father and 


mother purmigan are soon rejoicing over their rescued family. 
After a day's sport over the hills a supper of roast ptarmigan, 
with wild strawberry tart as an accompaniment, and trimmings 
composed of our sweet garden vegetables, la a "feast tit for the 
gods.” Our Newfoundland ptarmigans have In Summer a plum¬ 
age brownish ashy gray In color, mottled and barred with dusky 
spots. This color, when the frost sets In, gradually disappears, 
as In the Alpine hare, and at length when the snow falls it la 
almost pure white. One peculiarity, however. In the Newfound¬ 
land bird Is, that the middle or Incumbent pair of tall coverts 
are rarely found entirely white In Winter. These remarkable 
changes, effected as In the northern hare, without loss of sub¬ 
stance, fit It admirably for Its situation, as the sportsman. If 
he have not a dog used to the game, may almost walk over the 
bird without putting It up. It Is feathered knd haired down the 
legs aud between the toes, and may be distinguished at consider¬ 
able distance by the red about the eye. These birds are widely 
diffused over the island, and It Is uo uncommon thing for a 
sportsman to bog In a single day from a dozen to twenty brace." 

If, as Mr. Harvey states, the Newfoundland bird may be dis¬ 
tinguished at some distance by the red supcrcllllary membrane 
above the eyes, it differs from the birds found in the “fur 
countries:" not that they are without this membrane, but It is at 
no time easily remarked, even at close quarters. In one of I’rof. 
Balnl’s works (Baird, Casein & Lawqence) be remarks: “I And 
considerable difference In different specimens of the large ptarmi¬ 
gan. Those from eastern Labrador and Newfoundland appear to 
have decidedly broader, stouter, and more convex bills than 
those from Hudson Bay and more northern countries. I think 
It not improbable that there may be two species, but without 
Summer specimens I cannot pretend to determine the question.” 
None of Prof. Baird’s later writings, however, strengthened the 
suspicion thus expressed, and we may therefore conclude, that 
the variations are such as only may arise from climate and 
locality. Prof. Newton, of Cambridge, declares, after Inspecting 
skins from many parts of North America, Including Alaska and 
Newfoundland, that they are one and the same species.

The Pike and Ulii CoualnH. 

"NoMaNCi-ATunz. — Pike, Uanada and the Northwest; Lake aud North¬ 
ern Pickerel. New York; Jack, Virginia; Big Pickerel, Northeast, 
Siox luciuii. Linn,; A'soj: tueiui, var. etior. Las.; E. (iiclolaes, 
AOASS, 

As this fish Is now known to be identical with the pike of Eu¬ 
rope there Is no good reason why It should not keep Its name. 

As we said In a former article tlic New York name of “pickerel," 
being a diminutive of pike, Is absurd as applied to this noble llsh, 
while It fits the smaller varieties perfectly. 

Its sclentiflc cognomens are: A'sox, Latin, a pike, and Utciutf, 
which also means the same; hence It Is plke-plke or the pike of all 
pikes. We must allow a little for Llnnams on this, as the no¬ 
blest Homan of them all, the moacalonge, was at that time un¬ 
known, being a purely American species. 

Le Seur called It a variety of Imiiui with the sub-name ssfor, 
Latin aai, to eat; esor, an eater; utriz, a she glutton, a gorman- 
dUer; while Agassiz called It liKioideH, the termination oidai 
meaning likeness; but since It has lieen decided by our later au¬ 
thorities that the American fish Is not distinct, these latter names 
are now discarded and that of Linn, restored. 

The great pike even when small may always be distinguished 
by having its cheeks entirely covered with scales, while the oper- 
cle (gill cover) le hare. 

The pickerel has them on both, and the masealonge wears 
them without a scale, except some small ones at the upper por¬ 
tion of the cheek. 

When larger the markings show the difference plainly, the pike 
having on Its greyish sides many oblong whitish-yellow spots 
which In the muscalonge ere replaced by black ones, while the 
small pickerels are marked with bars or network. The one known 
as E. rrtUntatiu grows to a weight of three ixninds, and besides 
the two large ones named Is the only one that furnishes food or 
sport. 

Its name comes from rsficti/s, a net, which Is In most Instances 
marked very plainly on the sides with black lines, in some 
waters Us sides arc green, and from this fact It Is known In 
Ohio as “green pike.” The other members of the family are 
Inslgnlflcant, and the little one that has Its cheeks and opercle 
bare does not occur In the same locality as the muscalonge. 

These flsh spawn In .March or April, hence If they sre to be 
preserved they should not be caught lictween January and .May. 
As a llsh eulturiat wf are not In favor of protecting them on ac¬ 
count of their dcstructlvcnesB, but of this you who own or flsh 
the waters must judge for yourselves. 

It is astonishing what difference there Is In this flsh considered 
as an article of food when taken from different waters, some 
from cold spring lakes being very good, but generally they are 
soft in flesh and muddy flavored. 

They eat much and never take any exercise, and we think them 
the laziest of large fresh water fish. They never stir except wlicii 
alarmed or wheii darting for prey. If a pike misses his objeet he 
will return to his lair and patiently await the approach of another 
victim. 

They can be taken with almost any bait except worms or 
gentles. If kept in motion, live or dead minnows, frogs, and all 
the devices of the tackle dealers except files, including artificial 
flsh and frogs, spinning bait of all descriptions, whether it re¬ 
semble anything that ever lived or not so that it Is bright and Is 
kept moving. Scott, In the “American Anglers’ Book” describes 
“skittering" as drawing a bait over the surface of the water, and 
the word Is so apt that In many places It Is In the angler’s vocabu¬ 
lary. He says: “In skittering for pickerel with the live min¬ 
now, the shiner le the best. Use two or three hooka In a gang 
as represented for spinning tackle.” This Is good lively sport 
and le well calculated to give strength to the arm and an appetite 
to the stomach far superior to cocktails. This and our favorite 
mode of throwing a spoon from a boat arc much superior to troll- 
Ing. 

To throw the spoon take an ordinary bamboo or cane of 
eighteen to twenty feet long and of a stiffness proportioned to 
the weight of the spoon. You can then easily cast seventy to 
a hundred feet and troll around and In. By casting ahead of 
the boat you will not have disturbed the water with the oars. 

Ordinary trolling Is lazy. Norris tells of those who had cush¬ 
ioned seats and backs and says: “I never could appreciate this 
Inactive mode of taking flsh, which Is little better than Cockney 
punt fishing, and does not retjulre one tenth the skill. 

Here Is the true secret of “sport," skill Is the source of pleas¬ 
ure. This Is why the gunner prefers to knock down a single 
bird when strong on the wing, to slaughtering a dozen In a heap 
on the ground, and the fly fisher prefers to take a fish that In bis 
eagerness, leaps savagely to the lure and has a chance to fight 
him on the delicate tackle, to using bait In any form.

Her third trial the following day with 
the Irish bitch, Dear Shamrock, might have ended fatally to her 
chance had not the hare dodged round a manure heap, as Coom- 
aasle had led fully two lengths for first turn; but her marvelous 
cleverness pulled her through triumphantly. Although she was 
slightly faster than Handicraft In her next essay, Lord Sefton’s 
representative was nearly beating her, but the hat came off. The 
next spin was run In Coomassle's very best form, for she would 
not be denied, and aftershowlng pace she fairly shouldered Hand¬ 
icraft took possession,and hulsbed In a handsome manner. The last 
day she ran better than ever, defeating both Whistling Dick and 
Zazel most decisively, although strangely enough she did not kill 
either time, a most unusual thing with her. The success of last 
year's heroine was Immensely popular with the generality of spec¬ 
tators, who cheered lustily when the red flag was hoisted, but 
the enthusiasm would have been much greater had Braw Lass 
been the fortunate winner.

Dogs and their Diseases.

ORIGIN OF THE’DOG.— (COSTINOED.)

Revertocy fcml nnlmala do not become uniform in color, on 
,Iuau Fernandez, Juan de Nova, or In the La Plata region. 
Poeppig deacrlbes mouse color^ doge as feral In Cuba, niid 
which had short ears and light blue eyes. Hamilton Smith says 
the wild dogs of San Domingo are very large, like groy-hounds, 
of uniform pale bluish ash color, with small ears. Mr. King 
informed Mr. Darwin that even the wild diogo, though so an¬ 
ciently naturalized in Australia, varies considerably in color; 
and a half-bred animal of the same apccles which was reared in 
England, showed signs of wishing to burrow. 

■ From the several facta,” says Mr. Dorwin, “we see that rever¬ 
sion In the feral state gives no Indication of the color or size of 
the aboriginal parent species. One fact, however, with respect 
to the coloring of domestic dogs, I at one time hoped might liave 
thrown some light on their origin, and It Is worth giving, as 
showing how coloring follows laws, even in so ancient and thor¬ 
oughly domesticated an animal us the dog. Black doge with tan 
colored feet, whatever breed they may belong to, almost Invari¬ 
ably have a tun colored spot on the upper and Inner corners of 
each eye, and their lips are generally thus colored. I have seen 
only two exceptions to this rule, namely in a spaniel and a ter¬ 
rier. Doge of light brown color often have a lighter yellowish- 
brown spot over the eyes; sotnctlmcs the sjiot is wliltc, and in a 
mongrel terrier the spot was black. .Mr. Warring kindly exaiiiliicd 
for toe a stud of fifteen greybouuds in SulTolk. Eleven of llieiii 
were black, or black and white, or Itrindied, aud tlicse liuil no 
eye spots; three were red and one slaty blue, and these four had 
dark colored sjiots over their eyes. Although the spots thus 
sometimes differ In color they strongly tend to he tan colored; 
this is proved by my having seen four spaniels, a setter, two York¬ 
shire shepherd dogs, a lorgo mongrel, and some foxhounds, etd- 
ored black and white witli not a trace of tan color, cxecjit tim 
spota over the eyee, and sometlmea a little on tlic feet. TliChC 
latter coses au^ many others show plaiuly that the color of the 
feet and the eye spots are in some way co-relaleil. I liiivc no¬ 
ticed in several breeds every graduation, from the whole face lic.- 
Ing tan colored to a complete ring around the eyes, to u lolimtn 
spot over the Inner and upper corners. The spots occur in va¬ 
rious suli-brecds of terriers and spaniels. In setters, in liouinls of 
various kinds, includiug the turnspIt-like badger hounds, In 
shepherd dugs. In a mongrel of which neither parent hail the 
spota. In one pure bull-dog, though the spots in this case were 
almost white, and In greyhounds; hut true black and tan lioitnds 
are excessively rare. Nevertheless, I have been assured by Mr. 
Warwick that one ran at the Galedonlan Champion meeting of 
April, 1880, and was ‘niarkeil precisely like a black and tan ter¬ 
rier.’ This dog, or another of exactly the same color, ran nt the 
Scottish National Club on the Zlst of March, IHil.l; and 1 hear 
from Mr. C. .M. Browne that 'there was no reason either on the 
sire or dam side for the appesrance of thla unusual color.' -Mr. 
Swinhne at my request looked at the dogs in China, at Amoy, and 
he noticed a brown dog with yellow spots over the eyes. Col. H. 
Smith figures the magnl&ceut black mastiff of Thibet with a tun 
colored stripe over the eyes,feet and chops; and what Is more 
singular he figures the alco,*a native domestic dog of .Mexico, as 
black aud white,with iiairow tan-colored riiigsaround thceyes. At 
tlie exhibition of dogs in London, May, 18B3, a ao-ealled forest 
dog from northwest Mexico, was shown, wliieh had pale tan- 
colored spots over the eyes. The occurrence of tan-colored sjtots 
in dogs of such different breeds, living in various jiarts of the 
world, makes the fact highly remarkable. 

“Colored marks are strougly iulierited, and they often aid us 
ill discovering the primitive forma of our domestic races, lienee 
If any wild canine species had distinctly exliibltcd the tan isdored 
spots over the eyes, it niiglit have been argued that tills was tlie 
parent form of nearly all our domestic races. But after looking 
at many colored plates, and tlirough the wliole collection of 
skins in the British .Museum, I can find no sjtccles thus marked 
(CntiUi latratui) is sometimes marked in this manner. It Is no 
doubt posalble that some extinct species was thus colored. On 
the other hand, looking at the various species, there seems to be 
a tolerably plain co-relatloii between Uu-colored legs and face; 
and this general rule of coloring explains to a certain extent the 
above cases of co-relation between the eye spots and the feet. 
Moreover some Jackals and foxes have a trace of a white ring 
around their eyea, os in danin muomthu, c. areun, and (judging 
from Col. H. Smith's drawing) in c. alopez, and c. t/iaUt. Other 
sjiecles have a trace of a black line over the corners of the eyes, 
as in c. varugatut, cinero variegntiuit and /uloiu, and the wild 
dingo. Hence I am inclined to conclude that a tendency for tan- 
colored spots to appear over tlie eyea in the various breeds of 
dogs Is analogous to the case observed by Demarest, namely, 
that wlieii any white appears on a dog the tip of the tall is always 
white. This rule liowever, docs not invariably liold good.” 

It has also lieeii claimed, that the periods of gestation In tlic 
dog, wolf and jackal are different. Such asaortloiis rest tliclr 
sole claiiii on a few linjierfectly conducted experiments, and 
whose detluctlons,therefore, were necessarily faulty. Tlic Idea is 
now known to be erroneous, and It Is found that the porloti of 
goalatlon In these races agree as closely as could lie cxjiectcd. 
Hunter found the gestation of a moogrel, from wolf and dog, to 
be slity-tbrce days, but she received the dog more than once; 
the period of a mongrel dog and jackal, waa fifty-nine days. 
Frederick Cuvier observed the period of the wolf to be two 
months and a few days, which agrees with tlic dog. At tlie 
Jardin del PUtnUt, Uie period of the Jackal was carefully observed 
in several Instances, and found to be from sixty to sixty-three 
days, exacUy as with the dog. Tesnlr allows a difference of

four days tn the gesUtloH of the dog; and In three carefully 
recorded cases of retrievers, In which the bileh received the dog 
liul once, and not i-ounting this day, but counting the day of 
parturition, the number of ilays were lifly-ninc, sixty-two, and 
sixty-seven days; the average then ns drawn from these expcrl- 
ments would be slxty-threc days. 

The difllculty of crossing domestic species with wild dogs, so 
often claimed, merlta a passing notice. While It Is not Improba- 
ble, owing to different conditions of life, that the offspring of 
wild canitiir and domcstle dogs are more sterile than the off¬ 
spring of individual species, the assertions that hybrids arc uni- | 
veraally aterlle Is utterly untrue. M. Flourens Is the only writer j 
of note that posltlveW asserU that “hybrids of the wolf and dog, 
erosaed inter ,w become sterile at the third generation, and those ' 
of the dog and jackal at the fourth generation.’’ It Is evident! 
that his experiments were Imperfectly conducted, as would very 
likely occur In a single trial, without studying ennir and effect.' 
Oastou and Breton hounds posse-ssing the wolf strain, have been 
brought down more than twenty generations. M. Flourens ani¬ 
mals were closely contlned; and it Is well-known that many ani¬ 
mals refuse to breed in eonflncinent, becoming wholly or partially 
atorlle. Houuda brought from Central Africa hy Major Denham 
of the British army, never bred lu the Tower of Condon. The 
dlngos of Australia, who breed freely with domestic dogs, 
would oot perpetuate their species lu the JnrUin dr-x I'l'lnlee, 
though separately served hy their own and hy domestic species. 
Again, Flourens bred his hybrids together for three or four gen¬ 
erations-until sterility was obtained In fact; similar close Inter¬ 
breeding of domestic species would be almost certain to produce 
the same results. Mr. Blythe says he has seen In India, "several 
hybrids between the pariah dog and jackals; and between one of 
these hybrhls and a terrier." St. Ullalre found the hybrid off¬ 
spring of the jackal perfectly fertile. A half-bred collie at Fort 
Edmonton, Hudson’s Bay Territory, was served by a coyote, and 
at the seventh generation the descendants were perfectly fertile. 

It Is reasonable to suppose then, that from all possible combi¬ 
nations between the different varieties of jackals, wolves, and 
dogs, have emanated well formed breeds, modified subscfiuently 
by the control of man, who has gradually Increased their number 
by successive crosslnga. The assertion that “neither food, 
climate, or any other means can alter the nature, decrease the 
scenting powers, render the coat short, long or curly, lengthen or 
shorten the limbs unless seperate types furnished the material," 
stamps the promulgator of such theories as utterly Ignorant of 
physiological, pscychologlcal and climatic laws. Several English 
breeds of dogs cannot exist In India, and when bred there for 
several generations, lose not only their mental faculties, but 
degenerate In regai^ to form. Captain Wllllamaon, who care¬ 
fully studied the subject, and who Is quoted as authority hy 
Touatt, states that: “Hounds are most rapid In their decline ; 
grey-hounds and pointers, also rapidly decline. Bull dogs fall 
off In pluck and ferocity after two or three generations, and lose 
the under-hung character pf their lower jaws; their muxsiea 
become finer, and their imdles lighter." The Reverend R. Everet 
informs Mr. Darwin that he obtained a pair of setters, bom In 
India, which perfectly resembled their Scotch parents; he raised 
several litters from them In Delhi, taking the most stringent pre¬ 
cautions to prevent an Impure cross; but he never succeeded, 
although this was only the second generation In India, In obtain¬ 
ing a single young dog like Its parents in slxe or make; their 
nostrils were more contracted, their noses more pointed, their 
Bixe Inferior, and their limbs more slender. Boseraan says of 
dogs taken to the Guinea coast, that they “alter strangely; their 
ears grow loiig'and stiff like those of foxes, to which color they 
also Incline, so that In three or four generations their barking 
turns Into a howl." So again. In the fur countries of British 
America, dogs which have been imported from England, and 
which have been guarded most effectually from crossing with the 
mongrels of the region, the feet become broader with each suc¬ 
cessive generation, and with some breeds, the power of scent Is 
completely lost; pointers become rougher, and heavier coated, 
and their ears more pointed and erect. 

As far back as the days of Doctor Cains De Cannibiu BritamiU 
1670) and of Button the changes produced by climate were 


recognized, and proven by actual experiment- Button found that 
In the course of three or four generations the sjiall Danish dog 
lost Its hair when transferred to a hot climate, and could with 
diniculty be distinguished from the so-called Turkish dog. He 
found, also, that In some climates the voice was changed In 
other dogs became altogether silent; again—as before mentioned 
In this article—that some lost the faculty of barking, howling 
like wolves or yelping like foxes; that warmer climates changed 
their form and iiistiucts, becoming ill-shaped and the cars assum¬ 
ing a more straight and pointed form. M. Button carried his 
reasoning to extremes—a very natural result, where the mind 
attains undue rigidity by continually following up a single 
strain of reasoning. He drew up a geneologlcsl table of all the 
recognized breeds of his day, of which he made the chien de 
berger, a shepherd-dog, the parent form, “because it Is naturally 
the most sensible." This I have reproduced not only for its rarity 
but because it gives some Idea of the results attainable by the 
commixture of races, and chonge of climate—results suBlclcnt to 
give rise to his peculiar hypothesis. \s will be observed, the 
table takes the form of a geographical chart, preserving os much 
as possible the relative position of the country or climate to 
which each variety Is supposed to naturally belong, taking 
France, and the French shepherd as the derivatives, the shepherd 
dog “when transported Into Lapland or other very cold climates, 
assumes an ugly appearance and diminishes In size; but in 
Russia, Iceland and Siberia, where the climate Is less rigorous, 
and the people more advanced In civilization. It Is more accom¬ 
plished. These changes are occasioned solely by the Infiuence of 
the climate of each country, which produces no great change in 
the figure of the dog; for In each, his ears are erect, his hair thick 
and long, hia aspect wild, and he barks less frequently, and In a 
different manner than lu more favorable climates, where he 
acquires a liner polish. The Iceland dog has cara lees erect, 
their extremities being a little Inclined; and Iceland, of all the 
northern regions, has longest been Inhabited by half-cIvlllzed 
men. 

“The same shepherd dog when brought Into temperate 
climates, and among people perfectly civilized, as Britain, France 
and Germany, would, by the mere IdBuence of climate, lose his 
savage aspect, his erect ears, his rude, thick, long hair, and | 
assume the figure of the bull-dog, the hound, and the Irish grey- ^ 
hound. The bull-dog and Irish grey-hound have their ears still , 
partly erect, and very much resemble, both in their manners and ' 
lu their sanguinary temper, the dog from which they derive their 
origin. The hound Is farthest removed from the shepherd dog, 
for his ears are long and entirely pendulous. The gentleness, 
docility, and even timidity of the hound, are proofs of his great 
degeneration, or rather of the great perfection he has acquired by 
the long and careful education bestowed on him by man. 

“The hound, the harrier and the terrier, constitute but one 
race; for it has been remarked, that In the same litter, bounds, { 
harriers and terriers have been brought forth, though the female 1 
has been covered by but one of the three dogs. I have joined | 
the common barrier to the Dalmatian dog, or harrier of Bengal, 
because they differ only In having more or fewer spots in their coat. 

I have also linked the turnspit or terrier with crooked legs with the 
common terrier, because the defect In the legs of the former has 
originally proceeded from a disease similar to the rickets, (more 
likely from Its occupation— author), with which some Individuals 
had been affected, and transmitted their deformity to their 
descendants. 

“The hound (As «Asi« couraiU) when transported into Spain or 
Barbary, where all animals have fine, long, bushy hair, would be 
convert^ Into the spaolol and waterdog. The great and small 
spaniel when taken Into Britain, changed their white Into block, 
and became the King Charlea dog; to these may bo Joined 
Le pgrame, which Is only a King Charles black', like the others, 
hut marked with red on the fore legs, and a spot of the same 
color above each eye and on the muzzle. 

“The Irish grey-hound, transported to the North, becomes the 
great Danish dog; and when carried to the Sonth, la converted 
into the common grey-hound. The largest grey-hounds come 
from the Levant, those of a smaller size from Italy; and those 


Italian grey-hounds carried Into Britain, have been still 
further diminished. 

“The great Danish dog (Le grande Danoie) transported 
Into Ireland, the Ukrane, Tartary, Epirus, and Albania, 
has been changed also into the Irish grey-hound (£s matin) 
which Is the largest of all dogs. 

“The bull-dog (£« dogue) transported from Britain to Den- 
» mark, la become the little Danish dog; and the latter 
brought Into warm cllm ates, has been converted Into the 
Turkish dog {Le ehein Turc). All these races with their 
varieties have been produced by the Influence of climate, 
jollied to the effects of shelter, food, and education. The 
other dogs arc not pure races, but have proceeded from com¬ 
mixture of those already described. I have marked In the 
chart hy dotted linos the double origin of these mongrels. 

V “The grey-hound, and Irish grey-hound, have produced 
1 I the mongrel grey-hound, calledl also the grey-bound— 

J with wolf hair (Scotch deer-hound). The muzzle of this 
mongrel Is less pointed than that of the grey-hound, which 
Is very rare In France. 

“The great Danish dog and the large spaniel have pro¬ 
duced the Calabrian dog, which Is a beautiful animal, with 
long bushy hair, and larger than the Irish grcy-houiid. 

“The spaniel and terrier have produced the tnirgoe. 

“From the spaniel and little Danish dog has proceeded 
the lion dog, which Is now very rare. 

“The dogs wllli long, fine crisped hair, known as the 
Imn/re dogs, and whbh are larger than the water dogs, 
proceed from the spaniel and water dog. 

“The little water dog comes from the water dog and 
small apanlel. 

“From the bull-dog and Irish grey-hound proceeds a 
mongrel called the mastiff (Ledogttede forte race), which Is 
larger than the bull-dog, and resembles the latter more than 
the Irish grey-hound. 

“The pug proceeds from the bull and small Danish dog. 

“All these dogs are simple mongrels, and are produced 
by the commixture of two pure races. But there are other 
dogs called double mongrele, because they proceed from the 
junction of a pure race with a mongrel. The basUrd pug 
dog (Leroguel), Is a double mongrel from a mixture of the 
pug dog with the little Danish dog. The Allcant dog la also 
a double mongrel, proceeding from the pug dog and small 
spaniel. The Maltese or lap dogs a double mongrel, pro¬ 
duced between the small spaniel and a little water dog. 

“Lastly, there are dogs which may be called triple 
mongrels, because they arc produced by two mixed races. 
Of this kind are the Artois and Islols dogs, which arc pro¬ 
duced by the pug dog, to which may he added the etreet dog, 
which resembles no particular kind, because they proceed 
from races which have previously been several times mixed.’ 

In conclusion let me say that no one will deny that al’ 
organic beings have come Into existence through some nat-1 
iiral process of causation; hut when It Is asserted, as It fre¬ 
quently Is—and ever)- one will admit the Inadexiuacy of the 
ordinary process of generation for the species as a whole, that 
the different species arc due to a primary creation of each. It 
Is at once flying to that refuge of Inconsequent and timid minds, 
a miracle. The sonorous phrase, epecial creation. In which so 
many have long Uken refuge, under the Infiuence of science and 
enlightened minds has become but a mere syntheals of vocal 
sounds which coversand conceals a thoroughly Idiotic absence 
of sense or slgnlfl cance^_ __ 

Has the Time Come to Change Judges. 

BY AKSOLD BUBOES. 

“Zig-Zag" In the Issue of the 9th advocates “More Judges for 
Bench Shows’’—that Is, he declares against having one and the 
same Judge act at different exhibitions. There is much to be 
said In favor of his position, and In a former article wo advanced 
the same Idea as a correct principle. “ClrcumsUnces alter cases" 
however, and just at present we think we arc moat decidedly ao 
circumstanced that what may In the future he desirable, will. If 
attempted now, result very dlsasterously to the luteresW of 
breeders of fine canine stock all over the country. To explain 
we will say, dog breeding Is as yet In lU Infancy here, and mis¬ 
takes are specially to be dreaded, since they will exert a far 
stronger Influence now than later. The worst of all mlaUkea is 
the assumption of a false standard of physical form, and next U) 
this Is the failure to establish a correct one. A false sUndard 
may very easily be set up by bad judging, and a lack of true 
standard will be moat surely produced by constant change of 
judges and consequent contradictory awards. If a dog wins at 
one show and at the next under a different judge is beaten by a 
dog directly hla opposite In physical conformation, who, of all 
those that visit shows to learn what the true type la, can form 
any definite conclusion In view of such action I We have an 
accepted formula for judging, taken from the Fanciert' OazeUe, 
and what we need Is to select a judge of such experience and 
discrimination that he can pick out of the different classes those 
animals which most closely spproxlmate to this theoretical 
standard, and having found him, to engage his services for all 
shows, till by his consistent awards this formation becomes 
recognized and esUbllshed as the true one to the eiclualon of all 
* others. When this le done we may then afford to change our 
' judges to avoid the possibility of any prejudice arising from past 
1 experience with different dog^ but before It Is accomplished we 
, cerUlnly think “Zig-Zag’s" proposition will entail more Injury 
than benefit. „ ,. . ... 

In common justice to Mr. Davidson, who Judged 

at St. Louis, we feel bound to say a few words as 
to hla action there. Nor do we speak from the 
complacent standpoint of a successful exhibitor, for, though a 
winner In some classes, we were most grievously disappointed In 
; others, and have therefore fully as much to regret as to rejoice 
! st. All through the Judging of the sporting classes we watched 
I Mr. Davidson closely. No man ever bad better dogs brought bc- 
' fore him In this country; st no previous show was the competi¬ 
tion so close, requiring such skilled judgment, snd never did man 
judge more carefully or more justly. There must always be a 
variance In personal opinion, and In one or two Instances we 
would have decided differently-not where our own dogs were 
concerned, for we emphatically endorse each award that went 
against ns, snd know that under the circumstances no other 
could be right, and where we differed we must acknowledge that 
the disagreement was prompted by persoosl knowledge of the 
dogs In question, which, very possibly prejudiced our judgment. 
We would ask “Zig-Zag" If he was at 8L Loulsl If not, wo say 
In all courtesy that he Is hardly as competent to criticise ss tboee 
who wore; disappointed men always judge harshly, snd from this 
very fact we feel jnfitlfled In saying the awards st 8l. Louis were 
more favorably received and more generally supported than 
those of any other show, for there was isw gmnMing and com¬ 
plaining there than wo ever heard elsewhere. 

“Zlg-Zlg" Implies that Mr. Davidson did not follow the stand¬ 
ard In his judging. We think he did, and those who saw him 
cull out from each close the best specimens and critically com¬ 
pare each wltli the other and make his selection, will, we think, 








•uDDort UB In ssylng those selections were the dogs whose points 
coincided most nearly with the Ideal. No man can say that 
Isree dogs won to the exclusion of small ones, and yet all who 
know Mr. Davidson know that he prefers a comparatively good 1 
laree dog to a comparatively good small one. Outsiders who ' 
had no prejudice In the case, almost unanimously endorsed the 
awards, and such men are certainly as apt to see clearly as the < 
exhibitors themselves. 

Upon one point "Zig-Zag" makes a great error, viz.; In aup- 
iHislng that because a dog wxm at 8t. Louis he will of necessity 
win at Boston or later shows, even supposing ho meets only the 
same dogs he beat at 8t. Losls. We happen to know that such a 
..ucstloii was asked Mr. Davidson, and he promptly replied, as all 
might expect, that whether a dog wins or loses must depend up¬ 
on the condition In which he comes before him. That Is, a win¬ 
ner at 8t. Louts may at 'Boston meet one of his defeated oppo¬ 
nents, and the latter dog being In better shape and condition 
may reverse the former award. Mr. Davidson Judges dogs as he 
fnds them at the'time and place, not by past Judgments, aod 
"hose who have MibWn under him need therefore feel no hesita¬ 
tion to try thelr'fertune again. Wt intend to follow him to 
Eastern sliows Vfth dogs that were beaten at 8t. Louis, and If we 
can bring thoS.' 'dogs Into the ring In better shape than their op- 
1 ,onenM we-ftvsl confldent we shall win regardless of past losses.

It Is essential that i 
care should be taken In a Judicious selection of male and female. i 
I have lately seen, I think In your excellent paper the Chicago 1 
Field, copies of which I occasionally peruse, the Intention of i 
some gentlemen to cross their native with Imported, or the pro- i 
dsce of Imported dogs, anticipating an advantage to the native i 

ihneed. , ^ . j 

•Such breeding I deem a very haphazzard mode of procedure, 
tthcre can be nothing definite foretold of the result. Each par- 
■llcular strain of the same breed to ensure a full measure of sue- | 
.I'oss in every respect should be kept entirely distinct; the breed to 
ibo valuable must he self-sustaining; viherc an admixture of 
iblood Is allowed the self-sustaining principle Is banished, ' 
■although Individually possessed by both parents, the progeny 
ibeing to all Intents a hybrid. 

In-and-in breeding of the lower order of animals, by many not 
versed In nature’s unerring laws. Is looked upon In abborcnce by 
jumping at a conclusion on the strength of a preconceived Idea 
espoused by those who are totally Ignorant of any principle of 
successful, scientific breeding. 

The world-renowned Bakewell sheep, If any out cross had 
'been allowed, would never have been heard of. The shorthorn 
'Durham was bred In the same way. In the horse department we 
itlnd Cotherstone, a Derby winner, the produce of first cousins. 
The sire and dam of Ithuriel were second cousins. Crcsslda, 
after being bred to Walton, Haphazzard, Orville, Wildfire, 
Woeful, Phantom, Scud, Partlzan, Little John, and Waterloo 
unauccoBsfully, was stinted to EmlUus, her cousin, he was aired 
bv Orville who had prsvlously as above stated, without result, 
been bred to her; the union resulted In the birth of Priam whose 
name will not be forgotten In this generation. Vulture, the 
result of first eonslns, was bred to a second cousin of the same 
strain, the produce was Touchstone, of whose achievements It is 
unnecessary to speak. Safeguard by Defence (by Defiance, by 
Rubens) dam a mare by Selim, own brother to Rubens. Bay 
Middleton’s sire and dam were second cousins. Chatham, a 
good and stout racehorse, was the result of first cousins, and 
many other cases of the thoroughbred horse could be adduced. 

I will now take a peep at unrestrained nature, In the elk, deer, 
fox, hare, rabbit and so on "ad injtnitum'," the result pf their 
breeding, althongh sometimes closer than the circumstances 
above alluded to, has, as yet failed to show a deterioration In 
any one particular race. Where harmonious blending of the 
traits of the parents does not occur, the result will not be pleas¬ 
ing end such cannot be the case by the admixture of opposites. 

After a long and extended practice both as a physician and 
veterinary snrgeon, I have never known a case of idtapsthlc 
hydrophobia to occur In a pure bred dog. R. C. Fuller, V. 8..

Chicago h'idd :—When in your Chrlstmaa number 1 found niy 
queetlon anawered, 1 little thought It would cause auch eporta- 
men as “Ublquc,” “Bob White,” “Arthur," “Doubtful Jphn” 
and Robert O'Hara to take up the pen. If “Ublquc” and your 
other oorrespondeute bad not been ao kind as totiy to inform me, 
I would have, no doubt, thought the grammar 1 studied was 
wrong when it said: “A few words, mostly names of animals, 
have the same form in plural as in the singular: as deer, sheep, 
snipe, trout and the like.” But I found out afterwards that 
there are some that think as I do about the snipe question, so I 
determined to look It up, and for tlie following reasons I think 
the word snipe is the same In the plural as singular, but wood¬ 
cock and quail form their plural by taking s. 

As you know the English language is a compound, composed 
of words from many different tongues, priiielpally Celtic, Latin, 
Anglo-Saxon, Danish and Norman, for as tlio country was con- 
i|uercd In turn by the Romans, Saxons, Danes and Normans, they 
each gave it some words, and at the present time very few of our 
words are from the language of the Celts, who were the earliest 
inhabitants of England tliat left a record behind them. 

In Latin the plural is formed by adding a syllable to the stem; 
so we generally In forming the plural of words from Latin do as 
the Romans did; as focus, foci. The Normans formed the plural 
of worils belonging to their language by adding one or more let¬ 
ters, generally s or es; oa beef, beeves. 

Now, as quail and cock are from the Norman, you must form 
their plural by adding s. Next come words from tlie German 
language. The Germans generally form the plural by adding n 
or cn to the word, aud liy changing the singular article to the 
plural article, so in the word ox, from tlie German, we add, to 
form the plural, cn; and if we had a plural article we would use 
It, 1 suppose. Last, but not least, come the Danes. They ex¬ 
press the plural by nicaus of the adjective and add no termina¬ 
tion, that Is, lliey say ibree man where we say throe men, so there¬ 
fore, us wc got Riiiiic from the Danish we should express the 
plural as they do, and not destroy the euphony of the word by 
adding an unrelated sultix. 

That many use sui|)cs Is true, but thia Is probably caused by 
writers wishing to be correct, and using a common rule for form¬ 
ing the plural, at the same time liaviug uegiceted to look to the 
derivation of the word. Buckshot.

to me, behind the doe, which was side to me; 1 shoL k lllng the 
doe dead and breaking three legs of the fawn—a for^eg above 

the knee and both hind legs In the gsiHhrcl joint. In November 

1 was hunting on the Chico. I saw two antelopes stand¬ 
ing on the open plain; they were about eight feet apart and 
standing toll to me; they were watehing two dogs and seemed to 
take no notice of me; I walked around till they were side to me 
and one covered by the other, so tliat 1 could sec but one. They 
were a little over two hundred yards from me. 1 shot, and they 
botli ran a few yard* and dropped at the same iostant. When I 
dressed them I found them both shot through the heart. A 
prettier thing I never saw done by any one. 

I have never seen antelopos as fat as they were last season. 1 
killed a good many with kidneys entirely covered with fat. 

Many have an Idea that antelopes are becoming scarce, but 
this I think la a mlstoko. f)f course they are are not to be found 
just where they were ton or Hfteenycars ago. I have sem plenty 
of them where Pueblo now Is. As the country Is settled up all 
kinds of game fall back, and because we see no game In our 
streets where It used to be plenty, is no sure sign that It Is less 
plenty. A hunter to be successful must go where the game Is. 
Wo may hunt for a week In one place and kill three or four 
antelopes a day, and the next week not see one within twenty 
miles of the place. A change of weather, especially a enow 
storm, will scatter them all over the country. I killed last 
season nearly four tona of game of different kinds. 

1 have noticed several accounts of eagles being killed. I am 
opposed to killing an eagle just for sport, but have killed them 
the last season. They have been very numerous and a great pest, 
as they will spoil an antelope In a lew minutes. They almost In¬ 
variably go for the hams. 

In the Chicago Field of Feb. 3 “Lazy Allc” gives us an In¬ 
teresting account of the killing of an animal he calls a cougar. 
From hie description I don’t know just what It was, but I sup¬ 
pose an animal similar to our mountain Hon, though I have 
never seen one weighing over two hundred pounds. The 
mountain Hon Is a mean, sneaking, thieving cuss, but a very 
powerful, ferocious animal when wounded. I have seen one over 
ten feet long and several between nine and ten feet. I have 
known one to get into a corral and take a calf eight months old 
and jump out with It over a fence seven feet high. At one time 
one came almost Into camp and took a full grown black toll doe 
that was banging on a tree. He traveled a mile with It up the 
side of the mountain, through the snow ten inches deep, the deer 
never once touching the snow. Another did Almost exactly the 
same thing with a hind quarter of elk that would weigh at least 
one hundred and forty pounds. I despise them for their 
mean iieas« 

There has been but very little game killed in Colorado the last 
season, as It cannot bo shipped out of the state. Now we can 
supply our own markets with all they want, and still have game 

■ Increase every year. . „ , j 

1 The prospect for ducks and geese the coming spring Is good, 

! but wc don’t make any great account of killing them. Will let 
i you hear from me whenever there Is anything of Interest. 

1 The antelope horns I sent you 1 am afraid were very poor ones, 
1 as I left them with another party to mall and he sent you the 
t wrong horns. I now send a pair after shedding, which I hope 
r will be of Interest to you.

Editor Chiuaoo Field :—In my last communication my sub¬ 
ject was the antelope, an animal with which I claim to be well 
acquainted, having hunted them for years with good success, 
which no man can do without making It a study. The last hunt 
I had for them was just before Cbrietmas. I started out alone 
one morning and traveled eight miles, killed eleven antelopes, 
and tlie next forenoon got five more. Fifteen being all I could 
well carry In my wagon, I stopped shooting. You may think 
that they were very plenty, but snch was not the case, as I prob .- 
bly did not see more than forty altogether; at times I have seen 
hundreds In a band, but I don’t like to, hunt them In such 
numbers, but would rather find them singly or In pairs. If there 
are but two I generally feel pretty sure of both. If you kill one 
at the first shot the other will generally make a few jumps and 
stop to see what Is up, and It Is usually all up with him. By 
doing this you don’t frighten others. When there are largo 
bands together you can frequently kill two or more at one shot 
and cripple as many more; the whole band become frightened 
and much more difficult to get. 

If a man hunta much he wlU make some curious shots; I will 
tell you of some that I have made during the past season. I saw 
two antelopes, an old do# and fawn, the doe was standing on the 
Ice and the fawn on a rise of ground above her. I got within 
about one hundred and fifty yards, and watted for the fawn to 


Compensators. —Syracuse, N. \.—^Editor Chicago Eictd,

Are the gibe, keys or set screws that 
are used on a thousand different machines to compensate and 
take up the lost motion caused by constant friction on the moving 
bearings any evidence of false mechanical construction! If we 
can do away with friction wo then find perpetual motion, and one 
gun, or any mechanical structure, would last at least the allotted 
period of man’s life. If not till doomsday. 

Friend “Rccapper” writes as one experienced In all the peculiar 
movements, of the many and varied actions on breech-loading 
shot-guns. If he Is, how can he claim that the componsators of 
Messrs. Clark * Snclder, of Baltimore, arc the only ones properly 
adjusted! There Is one of two conclusions, he cither has never 
seen the gun made by Messrs. Nichols & Lefever, of Syracuse, N.

On the last of January, 1877, while going from this 
place to Rochester In Racine county, to attend a shooting match, 

I saw a fine specimen by the side of a spring run, and slipping a 
cartridge into the Greener, brought him to bag, when it was re¬ 
marked by all present that a larger or fatter snipe they had never 
seen, notwithstanding the winter bad been up to that time quite 
severe, and the snow covered the ground to the depth of twelve 
Inches or more. We have not had snow enough here to speak of 
this season, and mercury has been below sero but twice to my 
knowledge. The mud has at times amounted to a complete em¬ 
bargo, and at other times the roads have- been so rough as to 
make it dangerous for man, horse and vehicle to move faster 
than a walk. I took out ray shooting boat on the 87th day of 
February, about one month earlier than I ever put it into tlie 
water before, and on the morning of the 88th, I captured two 
mergansers, two pintails, one whistle wing and a very line speci¬ 
men of the bald headed eagle, a bird very rarely seen In this 
imrt of the country. It measured six feet nine inches from tip to 
lip of wings, and weighed eleven pounds. It is now in the 
hands of a taxidermist to beset up for Dr. H. A.Youmans, of this 
place. We are expecting a good, long season with the blue bills, 
they being about the only duck not protected by law, that visit 
our waters In large numbers during the spring months. 1 see 
hy “Mohawk’s” report of the St. Louis Dog Show, that Dock, 
lately purchased from Mr. E. F. Stoddard, by the 8t. Louis Ken¬ 
nel Club, was one of the kennel which took the prise for the red 
Irish setter class. As I own a young puppy, Dlszle, out of Duck, 
by Stoddard’s Bob, which came to hand but a few days ago, I 
was naturally glad to see the mother of my puppy in so good 
company.

The l»«t meet of the Quceus County Hunt 
ffue at New Cased brusli, and though the held 
was email the run was long and Interesting. 
The day was tine and full of the breath of 
Spring, and It was a pity that so few of the 
huntsmen and such a small array of the yeomanry 
were on hand to enjoy the exhllcratlng sport. 

Jn gooil time during the morning the drag was 
despatched, and at tlie appolnteil hour the 
hounds were uncoupled, looking the pink of 
perfection and demanding attention for their 
great discipline. The scent was found near the 
depot, north of the railroad track, the pack 
going away straight for half a mile, when with 
a twist to the northeast the Jericho road was 
reached, and up It the huntsmen rattled merrily 
for several hundred yards. Suddenly the pack 
turned to the east, and here the initial eipcrl- 
ence of the day In jumping was had, a stiff rail 
fence being uken by all. 

Now the run grew intensely Interesting, os 
■field after field was crossed In rare good shape, 
the barriers being frequent and the hounds well 
iu view. Half a mile was gone over when the 
pack took a more southerly direction, and soon 
the red coats were lost to sight in a thick cover, 
where the going was subsequently reported to 
be such that the huntsmen experienced no slight 
difficulty In keeping near the hounds, as their 
pace was very fast. Out Into open work again 
fence after fence was met and taken In masterly 
style, until at last the running brought the 
party to the edge of the road leading from Jeri¬ 
cho to Hicksville, but to reach it a formidable 
and uncompromising obstacle in the form of a 
rail fence waa met. The height of the obstacle 
did not awe the rldera and they charged upon it 
dn a line, the result being that but one saddle 
was emptied; Its occupant, however, was not 
badly hurt, and was not long In making up the 
ground lost. 

Across the road bounds and horsemen went 
belter skelter. The fence on the opposite side 
was of like stubborn character, and the party 
being successively in the *'Iep,” there was a | 
deviation to the northeast, which continued lor j 
nearly half an hour. Thick covers, ploughed 
fields, fences, hilly country and acres of level 
going were the result of the gallop In this direc¬ 
tion, until at last the village of Syosaet was 
skirted and men, women and children, to the 
number of a score or two, soon ascertained who 
their visitors were, and cheered tliem lustily. 
From Syosset the run continued without espe- 
eial incident to a point about two and a half 
miles south of Huntington, where the hounds, 
swelling Into a musical chorus, told of the 
finish.

From point to point, **a8 the crow Hies,’ the 
run of the day was fully fourteen miles.

Impenetrable young goree on the roadside at

Letting 1 dare not wait upon I would, 
like the cat of Shakeeperlan ImmortallEatlon, 
the eager pack circled round bim, sniffing the 
tainted gale, thirsting for blood, but foiled by 
the lienee and prickly whin. Noble, however, 
did not belle hie name, and gamely plunging 
through the furze, seized the skulking miscre¬ 
ant. This was his death warrant. Made bold 
by example, the rest of the kennel rushed In to 
the worry, and we surmise Master Reynard’s 
time for confession waa short .—Land and 
Water. 


Extraordinart Run with Lord Coven¬ 
try’s Hounds.— These hounds had a most re¬ 
markable run on the last day of 1877. It was 
remarkable, not only as a run, but on account 
of the peculiar line of country taken, being 
almost identical with that taken by a fox when 
before the same hounds two or three seasons 
ago. The meet was at Powlsh, about throe 
miles from Worcester, and it being holiday time, 
and the fixture convenient to the ‘ faithful city,’’ 
there waa a large field. After drawing a couple 
of small coverts blank a fox was found In Bush 
Hill, and he made at once for Worcester, over 
Ham Hill, and down to the Ham meadows, 
which run on the south bank of the river 
Teme. Running down the side of the river a 
short distance he crossed the old road to Powick 
Mills, and then swam across the Teme. 
Passing through Lower Wick, and after an 
Ineffectual attempt to hide hU brush In the 
large nursery belonging to Mr. R. Smith, he got 
on Mr. Hopkins’ farm, and found himself on 
the right bank of the Severn, a short distance 
below Dlglis weir and locks, with the hounds 
not far behind him. There waa no time to 
retrace his steps, and finding his pursuers 
were too near to be agreeable, Reynard awam 
the river; the hounds, who here viewed their 
fox, followed him, but were carried some dis¬ 
tance down the river by the rapid current before 
they could get across. Here the pack and the 
field parted company, the horsemen galloping 
up the right bank of the river to Worcester 
Bridge, a mile and a half distant, where they 
crossed, and caused no small stir among the 
citizens by their sudden appearance In the High- 
street. In the meantime Reynard made for 
Barnshall (Mr. Smith’s) and through Mr. 
Coney’s farm to Whittington, where he was 
headed, on which he turned to the right, 
through Norton and Wadborough to PIrton 
Pool, near Croorae, where he got to ground. 
The remarkable feature about the run is the 
fact that two or three seasons ago a fox was 
run from Powick, crossing the Teme at Wick, 
and the Severn at the same spot aa on Monday 
last, and, passing along the same line of country 
as did the gallant fellow of New Year’s Eve, 
through Whittington and Norton, at last sought 
refuge In the keeper’s house at Croome, whore 
I he was captured. It could not have been the 
same fox, but “It might have been bis ghost,” 
says somebody.—8., 1» London Field.
